resulted today in a thorough investigation of what was believed by 
police to be a plot to blast the completed section of the tunnel. 

The tube, being built at a cost@been struck had the dredge been 


of approximately $4,000,000, would 
have been wrecked had the dyna- 
mite been exploded, and a $20,000

The discovery of the dynamite, 
which was taken from the Califor- 
nia Bridge and Tunnel Company 
warehouse, was made by Joseph 
Payne, night watchman on the tun- 
nel work. The company has the 
contract for building the tube and 
despite police declarations that the 
dynamite was placed there to bomb 
the tube, declared that no pilot to 
destroy the Work existed. Com- 
pany officials assert what the box 
of dynamite had been left by 
workmen where it was found. 

Payne in reporting the finding | 
of the dynamite said that he had 
noticed two men around the work- 
ings at night, acting suspiciously. 
He drove them away from the 
premises, he reported, and then 
made an investigation that re- 
sulted in uncovering the dynamite. 
The box containing the explosive 
was placed near the wall of the

BURMA SLAVERY 
CURBED AT LAST 


Efforts of British Officials 
Reported Successful 


More Than Three Thousand 
Freed by Nagas 


Plan to Withhold Supplies 
Proves Effective 


(BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

LONDON, March 24. — Official 
advices have reached London from 
Rangoon that slavery at last has 
been suppressed in Burma. 

All slaves in the Hukawng Val- 
ley, to the number of 3487, have 
been released as a result of repre- 
sentations made to the Naga chiefs 
by J. T. O. Barnard, deputy com- 
missioner of the Burma frontier 
service, who headed a government 


few months ago. 
Sir Harcourt Butler, Governor of 
who visited the Hukawng 
Valley a year ago with an escort of 
110 military police and opened ne- 
gotiations for the freeing of slaves. 
has congratulated Mr. Barnard and 
the members of his party. He said 
he believed siavery as well as head 
hunting stili existed in remote 
parts of Burma, but the time soon 
would come when these practices 
would be blotted out completely. 
Until recently the Naga tribes 
have been in the habit of kidnap- 


girls from Assam. 

When interviewed by Sir Har- 
court Butler last year the chiefs 
politely but firmly defénded the 
practices of slavery and human sac. 
rifice and refused to discontinue 
them. The government, however, 
called a Durbar, at which it was 
announced the British government 
was determined to see slavery end- 
ed, and would make advances to 


freedom. Various other steps, in- 
cluding withholding of supplies, 
were to be taken against the Naga 
chiefs. Apparently they proved ef- 
fective.

ti British rule made itself felt sev- 
eral villages often combined to 
make raids, the victims usually be- 
ing murdered for the sake of 
these trophies.

Prof.’ Ganfield. Identifies 
People’s Duty 


Economics One of Present 
Era’s Problems 


Solution for Future Benefit 
Held Requisite 


To the people of the present! 


falls the task of solving the: 


economic and social problems that 
constitute the characteristic fea- 
ture of this stage in the nation’s 
progress, said Dr. William A. Gan- 
field, president of Carroll College, 
Waukesha, Wis., in an address at 
the Kiwanis luncheon at the Bilt- 
more yesterday. 

‘Dr. Ganfield’s subject was 
Next Step in American Progress.” 
After calling attention to the fact 
that thé world's development has 
been marked by stages, each pre- 
senting problems peculiar to itself. 
the speaker gave a brief resume 
of the progress of this nation. 

“The first stage was the period 
from 1763 to 1815, during which 
the United States fought to estab- 
lish itself as a recognized nation,” 
said Dr. Ganfield. “During the pe- 
riod from 1829 to 1873, the rights 
and liberties of individuals and of 
States were established. And from 
1893 until today our country has 
been struggling with the multitude 
of economic and social problems 
igrowing out of the vast industria! 
development during this period. 
“These are the problems for 
which the men and women of the 
present century are celled upon to 
find a peaceful solution if the coun- 
try is to continue to make prog- 
ress. If the developments of the 
first quarter of the twentieth cen- 
tury are any criterion, there is ev- 
ery reason to believe that this era 
will see all these problems satisfac- 
torily solved. I believe we have 
made more advancement fn all lines 
of activity during the least twenty- 
five years than was made during 
the entire period represented by the 
preceding nineteen centuries. With 
such a start during the first quar- 
ter, we ought not to fall behind 
In our accomplishments during the 
three-quarters that remain of this 
century.”
